I his tax is on employ­ 
ees oi eight or more persons who are 
employed for any portion of a day 
oi mort* in twenty weeks, consecu­ 
tive or otherwise, during the calendar 
year. The rate for 1936 is I per cent, , 
ior J 93V it will be 2 per cent and 
for 1938 and th ereafter it will be 3 ; 
per cent. 
This tax is paid wholly by 1 
the employer and m ust not be de- I 
ducted from the W’age or salary of 
the employe. 
The re tu rn 
must be I 
tiled on Form 940. 
I he other tax, which is paid join t­ 
ly by employer and employe, out tor 
which the employer is held liable and 
m “ st .bt> e m itte d by him, becomes 
j effective on Jan u ary I, next year, 
land the first return is due on or be­ 
fore kebru ary 28 and m onthy there­ 
after. 
Under this title of the act the 
employer must deduct 
I per

from the employe’s wage, add I per 
cent to it and remit the 2 per cent to

will have only promises of the gov­ 
ernm ent, its < vs n premises to pay. 
And then* will be no money to m eet 
the promises except as it is raised by 
taxation. 
I he mechanics of the fund are in­ 
tel esting, 
the taxes collected are 
not to be paid into toe general fund. 
I hat would be too obvious. The fund 
is paid into a special account. 
The 
money in the account is thereupon 
invested in G overnm ent bonds, b u t 
a bond isn t property like a farm oi 
a factory, 
it is merely a promise to 
pay. 
It is an evidence! of what haR 
already been spent. 
When the Gov­ 
ernm ent collects taxes and takes the 
money, giving its own promises to 
pay in the future, it ha.- ic it a fund 
in name only, 
j he assets ‘ire gone. 
The governm ent receives the m on­ 
ey as a ti us* eg and then acts as if the 
m oney were its own. 
As money ac­ 
cum ulate, to the fund it is exchanged 
fo r bonus. 
'J he money j* thei spent 
for necessary G overnm ent e x p e n d s 
tu ie s and for boondoggling 
I hat is the end of the money. But 
there remains the prom ie'* to pay the 
money back into the account so th at 
the promised pensions can be paid. 
How is the* money to be obtained to 
put back into the fund? 
By the only 
method the 
G overnm ent has 
fo r 
laming money, taxation. 
The w age 
ta x .thus turn s out to bt ju st ano th er 
tax. 
I he proceeds are to be spent at 
once. 
And the promised beni lits are 
to be met by taxes paid by the next 
generation. 
I hus this generation will deprive 
itself of com forts to pay taxes in the 
belief that it is pioviding itself with 
pension money.
